This  bill,  A-2222  is  of  utmost  importance  to 
the  GSNA  member  dealers  and  collectors,  as  it  would 
significantly  enhance  the  dealer  base  willing  to  attend 
our  annual  convention,  and  for  that  matter,  all  coin  and 
currency  shows  throughout  New  Jersey. 

Included  with  this  edition  of  your  NJNJ  is  a  petition  that 
the  GSNA  Board  is  urging  that  you  sign  and  circulate  to 
both  your  collecting  and  non-collecting  friends  and  family 
so  that  the  chances  of  A-2222 ’s  passage  are  improved. 

As  evidenced  by  the  recent  presidential  results  coming 
out  of  Florida,  your  signiture  will  count! 

The  GSNA  member  who  is  heading  this  effort  is  Spencer 
Peck,  at  PO  Box  56,  Oldwick,  NJ  08858.  Please  return  your 
completed  petitions  to  Spencer  as  soon  as  possible. 

It  should  be  noted  that  26  states  currently  have  sales  tax 
exemption  bills  in  place,  according  to  Diane  Piret  of  the 
Industry  Council  for  Tangible  Assets  (ICTA).  New  Jersey 
should  join  this  majority  so  that  we  can  once  again  fairly 
compete  with  the  rest  of  the  nation  in  being  able  to  present 
outstanding  coin  shows  and  conventions  into  the  2T*  century.

If  we  want  the  tax  laws  to  be  reformed,  we 
must  show  strong  support  for  this  legislation.  We  are  asking  eveiy 
numismatist  in  New  Jersey  to  gather  a  petition  sheet  of  signitures 
and  forward  them  to  Spencer.  A  petition  form  is  included  in  the 
Journal  and  should  be  forwarded  to  the  address  on  the  form.  Keep 
in  mind  that  anyone  (relatives,  friends,  co-workers)  supporting  our 
initiative  may  sign  the  petition.  Please  help  the  GSNA  by  supporting 
our  efforts  and  by  returning  signed  petitions.  On  behalf  of  the  GSNA, 
I  thank  you  in  advance.

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THE  OVERDATE  -  1918/17-S  QUARTER 

FINDINGS,  THOUGHTS,  AND  OPINIONS  ABOUT  THIS  FAMOUS  20™ 
CENTURY  RARITY  —  by  Steven  J.  Sabadno,  SLQ  Coins 

The  1918/17-S  Standing  Liberty  Quarter  is  the  rarest  and  most  difficult 
member  of  the  entire  series.  In  this  article,  I  will  explore  some  of  my 
personal  findings,  thoughts,  and,  opinions  about  one  of  the  20'*‘  Centuries 
most  elusive  numismatic  treasures. 

The  most  reliable  information  regarding  the  onginal  mintage  of  the  overdate 
appears  in  J.H.Clme’s  magnificent  3"*  edition  titled  STANDING  LIBERTY 
QUARTERS  Mr  Chne’s  research  indicates  that  only  one  working  die 
generated  till  the  existent  specimens.  In  a  personal  conversation  with  former 
mint  employee  Andrea  Zungalow,  Mr  Cline  confirmed  that  the  expected 
normal  production  capabilities  of  a  single  working  die  would  probably  be 
between  3,000  and  15,000  pieces.  The  overdate  is  thought  to  be  a  product  of 
a  reworked  die  thus  further  limiting  the  weakened  dies  production 
capabilities.  To  date,  I  have  not  been  able  to  locate  any  other  reliable 
information  concerning  possible  mintage  figures  of  this  classic  rarity. 

Standing  Liberty  Quarters  dated  from  1916  to  1924  fall  into  the  category' 
known  as  raised-dated  The  dates  within  these  years  were  placed  in  a 
location  and  relief  making  them  easy  victims  to  wear  Poor  striking 
qualities,  especially  at  the  San  Francisco  mint,  also  provided  poor  depth  to 
the  digits  of  the  already  raised  and  vulnerable  dale.  Many  raised-dated 
quarters  were  dateless  in  grades  as  high  a  very  fine.  The  number  of 
survivors  in  low-grades  with  dales  are  far  and  few  between  The  overdate  is 
generally  considered  by  most  to  be  poorly  struck.  Poorly  struck  quarters 
with  raised  dates  became  dateless  with  minimal  circulation 

The  existence  of  the  overdate  was  not  publicly  revealed  to  the  Numismatic 
World  until  late  1937  when  an  auction  catalog  listed  a  mint-state  specimen 
as  possibly  being  unique.  The  year  1937  would  be  an  almost  incredible 
twenty-years  of  circulation  and  wear  after  the  release  of  the  fiagile  and 
poorly  struck  overdate.  The  present  existence  of  the  few  higher  graded 
circulated  and  mint-state  specimens  represent  survivor’s  which  have  defied

Feel  free  to 
state.  It  is  important  that  the  collectors  voice  be  heard  when  the 
d  and  presented  to  the  bill  sponsors.  Watch  the  NJNJ. 
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The  overdate  is  rarely  encountered  at  local  and  regional  shows.  It’s  presence 
usually  generates  serious  collector  attention.  Select  very  fine  (20-35) 
specimens  with  full-dates  and  distinct  8/7 ’s  will  command  the  $2,500  to 
$3,000  price  range.  The  extra  fine  (40-45)  specimens  jump  to  the  $5,000 
bracket.  The  AU  (50-58)  specimens  can  easily  approach  the  $10,000 
bamer.  Mint-state  (63-64)  specimens  get  into  the  30-40  thousand  bracket  if 
one  is  even  available.  Full-heads  are  prohibitively  rare  with  probably  fewer 
than  1 5  in  all  grade  levels.  1  personally  witnessed  the  auction  of  one  of  the 
two  finest  known  full  head  specimens  in  MS-64  at  the  Chicago  ANA  in 
1999.  Bidding  started  at  90M  using  $5,000  increments  with  the  final 
hammer  price  plus  buyer’s  fees  settling  at  just  under  150M. 

1  have  encountered  two  theories  that  propose  the  explanation  for  the 
existence  of  the  overdate.  One  theory  suggests  that  an  error  was  made  in 
manufacturing  a  191 7  working  die  towards  the  end  of  the  calendar  year. 

The  error  may  have  resulted  when  the  working  die  was  initially  struck  from 
it’s  parent  1917  master  hub,  heated-treated,  and  appropnately  re-struck,  but, 
from  a  new  incoming  1918  master  hub  in  error. 

The  second  theory  suggests  that  the  w'ar  effort  in  Europe  placed  maximum 
conservation  efforts  on  metal  thus  resulting  in  the  reworking  of  a  useable 
working  die  The  8  was  punched  over  the  7  by  design  as  the  year  changed.  I 
personally  must  agree  with  the  second  theory  as  the  existence  of  the 
1918/17-D  Buffalo  Nickel  could  not  have  been  a  same-year  coincidence 
suggested  by  the  first  theory. 

If  you  are  fortunate  enough  to  locate  and  secure  an  overdate,  you  will  pride 
yourself  with  the  owuership  of  a  solid  numismatic  investment  and  treasure. 

I  always  enjoy  showing  collector’s  the  charactenstic  clashed-die  ‘e’  to  the 
left  of  the  knee  of  Miss  Liberties  leg 

The  unique  circumstances  surrounding  the  background  of  the  overdate  all 
have  contnbuted  to  bringing  the  species  to  the  bnnk  of  near  extinction  The 
surviving  members  of  the  1918/17-S  quarter  truly  deserve  the  numismatic 
rank  of  20*^  Century  Rarity  and  all  specimens  should  be  treasured  by  their 
owners...

All  That  Glitters 

I’ve  noticed  quite  a  few  advertisements  over  the  past  few 
years,  promoting  high  grade  modem  commemorative  gold, 
silver,  and  clad  pieces,  as  well  as  promotions  of  MS  70  and 
Proof  70  bullion  pieces. 

While  some  of  these  semi-numismatic  items  are  certainly 
pretty  (or  at  least  quite  shiny),  I  can’t  imagine  any  dealer 
being  willing  to  take  a  chance  on  such  a  specialized  piece 
with  limited  appeal  at  best.  These  pieces  are  available  in 
high  grade  to  begin  with,  with  a  VF  $5  gold  commemorative 
probably  worth  more  than  it's  BU  counterpart. 

This  brings  me  to  the  point  of  this  article  -  Watch  out  for 
modern  Mint  products  which  are  being  touted  as  '’rare” 
as  a  result  of  the  condition  stated  on  the  holder.  It  seems  to 
me  that  PCGS  and  NGC  are  not  helping  the  novice  collector, 
but  rather  are  allowing  some  rather  unscrupulous  dealers  to 
be  able  to  promote  an  item  having  a  tme  value  of  say  $100, 
for  many  times  that  price,  all  for  the  cost  of  slabbing. 

This  type  of  “prime  plastic”  may  sound  good,  but  the  fact  of 
the  matter  is  that  of  the  modem  pieces  slabbed  by  the  services, 
there  are  multiples  of  that  coin  available  in  the  same  grade,  but 
not  yet  encased  to  be  used  in  a  good  old  game  of  hot  potato. 

The  Romans  said  it  best,  “caveat  emptor”.  It  sure  applies  here.
